He opposes the con- 
cealment of the nature of testimony from the 
defendent in criminal cases, because the eul- 
prit is liable to suffer injustice from want of 
opportunity to rebut evidence. The -Court 
also instructed the Jury to endorsé witnesses, 
so that the prisoner may know upon whose 
testimony it is sought te convict him. These 
and kindred recommendations, looking toward 
the better enforcement of justice, are novél 
features in a Sessions’ Charge.
